Arguments behind defeat of the Pronosa}: 

The student opinion poll was not repre, 
sentative. Due to incomplete pickup pro. 
cedures, poll tabulators received forms for 
46% of the Clarke resident students, Of 
those responding only 29% were Upper. 
classmen, 

Poll precentages supporting the proposal 
were miscalculated. Upon investigation, re. 
sults proved that 40.5% answering asked 
for parietal hours only one day of the 
week. The proposal advocated parietal 
hours during Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
Even if the 20% of responding students 
marking ‘other’ wanted more than one day, 
this group actually comprises 40 students, 

Finally, the proposal does not Provide 
for regulation or implementation. To pro- 
vide working procedures, the resident fae. 
ulties and RA’s should be consulted before 
SAC and the dorms could put parietal | 
hours into effect. Not enough time is left 
to hold such meetings. j
